The charter provides, Gunn 
said, that the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen may set up 
rates of pay for employes after 
such rates have been approved 
by the commission. 

Possible Court Test. 

The two following sections of 
the amendment, however “do 
not specifically say that per- 
mission from the Civil Service 


before the Mayor and the board 
can set up a retirement plan or 
regulate hours of the employes,” 
Gunn said. 

“It seems to me,” he added, 
“that to settle this legal inter- 
pretation we may have to go to 
the courts. I recommend that 
we override the veto.” 

Others who spoke in favor, of 
overriding were Aldermen Wil- 
liam K. Gardner (Rep.), Twenty- 
fifth Ward, and William A. 
Stolar (Rep.), Twenty-eighth, 
both of whom are attorneys. 
They said, in general, that they 
agreed with Gunn in that the 
courts should decide the inter- 
pretation of the charter amend- 
ment ~- concerning employes’ 
hours of work.

Francis Case Says That

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—Sen- 
aator Francis Case (Rep.), South 
Dakota, told the Senate today 
that a person “interested in 
passage” of the natural gas bill 
attempted to donate $2500 to 


his campaign less than two 
weeks ago. 
Case did not disclose the 


name of the prospective donor, 
but said he was an attorney who 
had itquired of his friends in 
South Dakota and also of 

member of his office staff in 
Washington as to the Senator's 


position on tne controversial 
measure. 

The capital has been rife with 
reports that the oil company 
lobby which is pushing the bill 
has been spreading money 
around as campaign contribu- 
tions. Case, however, is the 


first to pinpoint such activity in 
a Senate speech. 


Case’s Explanation. 


Case carefully refrained from 
terming the contribution an at- 
tempted bribe to influence his 
vote on the measure. He told 
reporters, however, that ‘the 
timing of it indicated a great 
measure of interest on the part 
of some people in which way I 
would go if a close vote.” 

The money was turned over 
to a campaign aid of Senator 
Case in 25 $100 bills. 

Case said he had directed the 
campaign aid to return the 
money to the contributor, or if 
1e cannot be located, donate it 
to a South Dakota children’s 
home.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—Op- 
ponents of private development 
of Hell’s Canyon in the Pacific

They attacked specifically a 
Federal Power Commission or- 
der of last Nov. 3 approving 
changes in project designs for 
Idaho Power Company’s Brown- 
lee and Oxbow dams in the 
Hell's Canyon reach of the 
Snake river, the Oregon- 
Idaho border. 

The petition was filed with 
the United States Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of Colum- 
bia by attorneys for the Na- 
tional Hell’s Canyon Associa- 
tion, the National Rural Electric 
Co-Operative Association and 
eight Washington public utility 
districts. 

Pending in the court is their 
earlier attack on the FPC’s or- 
der of last Aug. 4 granting 
Idaho Power a license to build 
the two dams plus a low Hell’s 
Canyon dam on that reach of 
the Snake river. The Depart- 
ment of the Interior previously 
had withdrawn its objections to 
private development of _ the 
canyon. 

The petition calls the new 
FPC order “fundamentally de- 
fective,’ since it was issued 
“without due notice to the 
petitioners or opportunity for a 
hearing” and thus ‘‘constitutes 
a patent denia) of due process.”’ 

Attacking also the FPC’s 
power to issue the new order, 
the petition says the order did 
not become efective until a 
week after the Hell’s Canyon 
case had been carried to the 
Court of Appeals and is “‘preju- 
dicial to an orderly review” of 
the case. 

Idaho Power's revised plans 
for the two dams “altered the 
basic type and design of the 
projects as pleaded and heard: 
in one case they changed the 
location,” the petition says 

It adds: “The order makes no 
finding as to the safety, cost, 
engineering or economic feasi= 
bility of the revised projects as 
compared with the company’s 
original projects or with the 
high dam.

VOLTA REDONDA, Brazil, 
Feb. 3 (AP) — Vice President 
Richard Nixon announced to- 
day the United States wil! lend 
Brazii $35,000,000 more to ex- 
pand its big Volta Redonda 
steel mill. 

Already the recipient of $70,- 
000,000 through the Export- 
Import Bank, Brazil, through 
the new loan will be able to 
boost the Government-owned 
mill's annual ingot capacity 
from 650.000 to 1,000,000 tons, 
Nixon said. 

A high government source 
said Nixon had informed Bra- 
zil’s new President, Juscelino 
Kubitschek, that the United 
States is willing to grant Bra- 
zil substantial economic aid 
provided his Government takes 
a strong stand against Commu- 
nism. 

The informant said Kubit- 
schek had assured Nixon he 
was taking strong measures 
against the Reds. The Com- 
munist party already is out- 
lawed in Brazil and circulation 
of Communist literature is 
barred. Foreigners have been 
perturbed because of the ob- 
vious support the Communists 
gave Kubitschek’s running 
mate, Laborite Vice President 
Joao Goulart, in the presiden- 
tial election. 

Nixon made the loan an- 
nouncement as he and Kubit- 
schek toured this great steel 
center.

perative for all states, especi-

of nations, to adopt measures 
which can contribute to a fur- 
ther easing of international ten- 
sion and the strengthing of 
trust and co-operation between 
States 


Historic Friendship. 

T was also gratified by vour 
agreement that the historic 
friendship between our nations 
gives us a basis on which better 
political relations between our 
countries might be established 

It is precisely because such 
a basis exists that my colleagues 
and I decided. soon after our 
nations had welcomed the new 


vear, to address to your exccel- 
lency a proposal to corider 
jointly concrete’ steps that 
would permit a substantial im- 
provement in the relations be- 
tween our two countries. In 
this connection we felt that the 
future peace of the world de- 


pended to a great extent on the 
status of our relations 

We believed, and still be- 
lieve, that the time has come 
for concluding a treaty of 
friendship and _ co-operation 
between our countries. This 
would be an important con- 
tribution to the development 
of Soviet-American relations 
and, at the same time, would 
contribute to the improve- 
ment of relations between 
your friends and ours in the 
international field. We can 
only regret that our proposal 

did not have a more favor- 

able reception on the part of 

your excellency. 

As far as I was able to judge. 
your excelency is pre-occupied 
by the fact that the draft treaty 
proposed by us repeats to a 
certain degree some provisions 
of the U.N, Charter, which our 
countries have signed. But this 
fact, it seems to us, not only 
does .not hinder but, on the 
contrary, favors the conclusion 
of the treaty. The existence of 
the U.N. Charter by no means 
excludes the possibility of con- 
cluding any bilateral agree- 
ménts between members of that 
organization that are based on 
its principles, It expressly states 


in the U.N. Charter that mem- | 


bers of the United Nations are 
to “establish conditions under 
which justice and respect for 
the obligations arising from 
treaties and other sources of 
international law can be main- 
tained.” 


The United States of Amer- | 


fca. like many other states, 
after the creation of the U.N. 
became a party to a- large 
number of both bilateral and 
multilateral treaties and agree- 
ments. In this connection there 
has never been nor can there 
be any doubt as to the incon- 
testable right of sovereign 
states, in the interest of peace, 
to conclude any treaties and 
agreements that regulate their 
relations with other countries. 

Nor can we fail to take 
fnto account that the U.N. 
Charter itself cannot be suf- 
ficiently effective if the two 
greatest powers in the world 
—the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. 
—do not harmonize their re- 
lations. It can become more 
effective if our two countries 
co-operate in fulfilling the 
aims of the U.N. I think that 
your excellency will agree 
with this. 

As far as I am able to judge, 
certain doubts arise in your 
mind because of the fact that 
we propose to your excellency 
the conclusion of a treaty “on 
a bilateral basis,” whereas the 
U.N. Charter is a “treaty be- 
tween many states.” But you 
will agree that the conclusion 
of a treaty of friendship and 
co-operation between the two 
strongest powers in the world 
would contribute enormously to 
a healthier international situa- 
tion. On the other hand, we are 
willing to conclude similar 
treaties with other states

the world. The conclusion of 
a treaty of friendship and co- 
operation between the U.S.S.R. | 
and the U.S.A. would be one of 
the most important concrete 
acts in this respect, inasmuch 
as our two countries, once they 
had the very important obliga- 
tions provided for in the draft 
treaty, would strengthen con- 
fidence and would bring tran- 
quility to the entire interna- 
tional situation. This would 
mean that our countries do not 
confine themselves to verbal 
assurances of their desire to be 
friends but put into actual prac- 
tice the obligations which they 
have assumed 

Steps to Reduce Tension. 

Incidentally, it may be noted 
that after the Geneva confer- 
ence important steps had al- 
ready been taken in this direc- 


tion, contributing to a relaxa- 
tion of international tension, 
and it is therefore difficult to 


agree with the assertion that 
the post-Geneva period has not 
justified the hopes of nations. 

For its part the Soviet gov- 
ernment has already taken a 
series of steps designed to 
relax international tension and 
strengthen confidence among 
states. In this connection I 
should like to call to your at- 
tention the reduction in the 
Soviet Union’s armed forces in 
1955 by 640,000 men: the re- 
duction in the appropriations 
for military needs of the 
U.S.S.R. for 1956 bv 93 billion 
rubles as compared to 1955: 
the Soviet Union’s withdrawal 
from its last military base in 
the territory of other states, 
namely the military base in 
Finland-Porkkala: and the initi- 
ative of the Soviet Union toward 
concluding a state treaty with 
Austria, which led to the with- 
drawal of all foreign’ troops 
from Austrian territory and the 
assumption by Austria of the 
obligation to pursue a policy of 
permanent neutrality. Other 
steps taken by the Soviet Union 
toward easing international ten- 


sion and improving relations 
among states are also well 
known 

In the Soviet Union it is 


thought that other states might 
also back up their declarations 
with specific deeds. Meanwhile, 
to be frank, Mr. President, it 
must be said that not only have 
certain great powers failed to 


| take similar action, but on the 


contrary much is being done to.| 


| increase international tension. 


In spite of the positive re- 
sults of our Geneva meeting, 
the military appropriations of 
certain Western powers, includ- 
ing the U.S.A.. not only fail to 
be reduced but are even being 
increased. The number . of 
American military bases in for- 
eign territories is also being 
increased: moreover, these bases 
are located mainly in®areas ad- 
joining the borders of the 
Soviet Union. You will agree 
that this cannot fail to create 
fully understandable apprehen- 
sion among the Soviet people 
concerning the intentions of 
the U.S.A. 

We cannot but call atten- 
tion to the fact that, con- 

trary to our mutual assur- 
ances of peace at the time 
of the Geneva conference, 
Mr. President, certain lead- 
ing personages of the U.S.A. 
continue to make statements 
which can in no way be said 
to conform to the “spirit of 
Geneva.” It is a well-known 
fact, for examnle, that very 
recently a statement was 
made in the U.S.A. in favor 
of a policy that would keep 
the country “on the brink of 
war.” We must also call at- 
tention to the belligerent 
statements of a number of 
military leaders of NATO, 
who openly advocate a con- 
tinuation of the armaments 
race and the accumulation of 
stocks of atomic’ weapons in 
the NATO forces and do not 
feel any qualms about threat- 
ening to use them. 

In proposing the conclusion 
of a treaty of friendship and 
co-operation between our coun- 

we follow the reasoning 
that the conclusion of such a 
treaty and the improvement of 
relations between our countries 
would make it easier to accom- 
plish substantial reductions of 
armaments and armed forces. 
We could, for instance, seek a 
reduction in the armed forces 
of five powers to these levels, 
which have been duly agreed to 
by both the United States and 
the Soviet Union. An agree- 
ment on the problem of atomic 
weapons, the prohibition of

One cannot fail to note 
also that the obligation of 
the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A, 
to solve all questions in dis- 
pute between them by peace- 
ful means alone, which signi- 
fies a refusal to use force or 
the threat of force in their 
mutual relations, including 
atomic and hydrogen weap- 
ons, would indeed have a 
calm affect on the interna- 
tional situation and would 
create more favorable condi- 
tions for reaching an agree- 
ment on other unsettled in- 
ternational problems. 


Thus, the conclusion of a 
treaty of friendship and co- 
operation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
would mean that we can actu- 
ally do something, as you say 
in your message, “to convince 
the world that we have no ag- 
gressive designs against each 
other.” 

As far as the concrete inter- 
national problems touched upon 
in your message are concered, 
I am convinced, as before, that 
along with the problem of dis- 
armament, the most important 
problem of guaranteeing Euro- 
pean security.

Instructions on Money. 


After hanging up, Case said, 
he summoned his secretary and 
other staff members to see if 
they could recall the visitor. 

He then called 
his friend in South Dakota and 
gave instructions _ that the 
money ‘was to be placed in a 
safe deposit box, not deposited 
in a bank, and should not be 
mingled with other campaign 
contributions.

His congressional clerk was 
absent from the city when he 
first Jearned of the contribu- 
tion.

Failure of Public Service Co. | 
to derive an adequate return on 
its investment is due to reten- 
tion of uneconomical street- 
cars, and the cost of this un- 
sound business practice should 
not be saddled on passengers in 
the form of higher fares, the 
city of St. Louis contended to- 
day. 

This argument was advanced 
in a 36-page brief filed with the 


\lissouri. Public Service Com- 
mission in Jefferson City. The 
brief, prepared by City Counse- 


Liberman and 
Associate Counselor Forrest G 
Ferris Jr,, reviewed evidence 
presented at a hearing last 
month and summarized the 
city's opposition to the applica- 
tion for a $955,000-a-vear fare 
increase 

“If the company had con- 
verted its system to an all-bus 
operation, in accordance with 
sound business practices, the 
present fare structure would 
be sufficient to provide an ade- 
quate return,’ the brief. as- 
serted 

Basis of Higher Fares. 

The higher fares proposed 
by the company are predicated 
on operation of a combined 
streetcar and bus transporta- 
tion system in which the street 
railway property represents 
about 50 per cent of the total 
investment, accounts for about 
20 per cent of net income and 
provides not more than 25 per 
cent of service rendered, the 
city’s brief continued. 

The commission should ex- 
clude from the company's rate 
base $12,000,000 estimated as 
the investment in_ streetcar 
property, the city contended. 

Attacking the argument of 
streetcar obsolescence, the com- 
pany in its brief said the city 
had supported the utility’s ap- 
plication for authority to buy 
100 streetcars and 300 busses 
in 1945. Its then city coun- 
selor said such purchase would 
be “in the public interest” and 
“the additional new equipment 


will result in material improve- | 
ment to the transportation sys- | 


tem.” the company stated. 
On Gross Receipts Tax. 

Public Service reproached 
the city for refusing to reduce 
or eliminate its 5 per cent tax 
on the company’s’ gross re- 
ceipts, and asserted: 

“It would appear that the op- 
position of the city, raising a 
series of collateral m@tters, was 
guided more by some notion of 
expediency than by a realistic, 
fair and reasonable appraisal of 
the facts bearing on the single 
issue in this proceeding, namely, 
whether the proposed increased 
rates were just and reasonable 
as a simple offset to increased 
labor costs.”

Acts After Budapest 
Jails Magyars Em- 
ployed by American 
Legation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP 
—The United States today 
barred travel of American citi- 
zens to Communist Hungary. A 
note charged the Hungarian 
government with persecuting 
Hungarian employes of the 
American legation and curtail- 
ing freedom of the press. 


This was one of three meas- 
ures taken by Washington in 
connection with the arrest in 
Hungary of’ Endre Marton, 
Budapest correspondent of the 
Associated Press, and his wife, 
llona, a United Press corre- 
spondent. 

The Martons, Hungarians, 
were seized last year and have 
been given six and three-year 
prison terms respectively by 
Communist courts on espionage 
charges. 

Two emploves of the United 
States legation, Bela Kapotsy 
and .Cornel Balas, Hungarian 
citizens, were picked up with 
the Martons, tried like them in 
secret and also given prison 
terms. 

The State Department said in 
a note to Hungarian Minister 
Karoly Szarka that seven other 
“local employes” of the legation 
in Budapest had been seized by 
the Red police during 1951- 
1954 and their fates are un- 
known. a 

Restrictions on Diplomats. 

The note said: 

1. The United States is re- 
instituting a travel bar on 
American citizens in the case of 
Hungary, by refusing to vali- 
date passports for that country 
except in special cases where 
special permission may be given. 

The United States intends 
to impose new restrictions on 
the travel of Hungarian diplo- 
mats in this country and will 
tell the minister what these 
are “at an early date.” 

Hungarians have been forbid- 
den since October 1953 to 
travel more than 40 miles from 
the White House unless they 
give written notification.

Other Travel Bars. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles announced at the 
Geneva foreign ministers meet- 
ing Oct. 31 that the United 
States was lifting travel bars 
which for several years had 
made it difficult for anyone 
other than United States offi- 
cials to go into Iron Curtain 
countries even if such countries 
were willing to issue visas. Now 
Hungary has been put back on 
the list of forbidden lands along 
with Bulgaria, Albania and with 
Red China, North Viet Nam and 
North Korea in the Far East. 

The note said the United 
States had sought for many 
years “some slight sign” that 
the Hungarian Communist gov- 
ernment might demonstrate in- 
dependence, honor its obliga- 
tions and “show a decent re- 
spect for the rights of the Hun- 
garian people.” 

“Whatever its pretensions to 
principle,” the note said, “the 
Hungarian government can com- 
mand no credence in its word 
and no confidence in the recti- 
tude of its actions.”

(AP) Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson headed into 
eastern Washington today on 
his speaking tour of the West, 
leaving behind some cheering 
Republicans and _ disgruntled 
wheat farmers. 

Benson drew the cheers last 
night at a Republican Lincoln 
day banquet in which he 
pledged the Government to find 
a way to solve the farm prob- 
lem. 

He said the Govetnment “‘has 
a clear obligation to assist farm- 
ers in adjusting to peacetime 
markets and conditions. This we 
will do so that farmers will be 
fairly rewarded for the magni- 
ficient contribution they are 
making toward raising living 
standards for all of us.” 

‘Solid Prosperity.’ 

Benson said the nation is en- 
joying “a solid prosperity built 
on a bedrock of peace rather 
than upon the bloodshed of war 
and the shifting sands of infla- 
tion.” 

“Nevertheless,” he said, “it 
is a matter of deep concern to 
me, as I know it is to the Presi- 
dent,.that farmers are not shar- 
ing fully in these economic 
gains. 

“We are not content with the 
general level of farm prices to- 
day nor with the present income 
of our farm people. We will 
seek earnestly, energetically 
and constantly to do everything 
that is fair, right, and econom- 
ically sound to impreve this sit- 
uation.”

T HE organized brutality of the Nazis against the 
Jews in Germany was one of. the most shocking 

crimes of all times. The plight of the victims who 
had survived the mad genocide of Hitler’s Germany 
was a challenge to western civilization, and as Presi- 
dent I undertook to do something about it. One of 
the solutions being proposed was a national Jewish 
home. 

The question of Palestine as a Jewish homeland 
goes back to the solemn promise that had been made 
to them by the British in the Balfour Declaration of 
1917—a promise which had stirred the hopes and the 
dreams of these oppressed people. This promise, I 
felt, should be kept, just as all promises made by re- 
sponsible, civilized governments should be kept. 

It was my belief that world peace would in the long run 
be best served by a solution that would accord justice to the 
needs and the wants of the Jewish people who had so long 
been persecuted. The acts of extremists in Palestine, whether 
Jewish or Arab, I condemned and deplored, but I also felt 
that it was important that some encouragement be given to 


the Jews who wanted to further their cause by accepted 
democratic methods. 

One of our main problems was that Palestine was not 
ours to dispose of. It had been légally entrusted to the Brit- 
ish by action of the League of Nations—to which we did not 
belong—and the British were,

In my own mind, the aims and goals of the Zionists at

Prc’s'em Seemingly ‘Insoluble’ in 1946. 

By the fall of 1946, the situation looked, as I wrote to 
a friend, “insoluble.” As I said in this letter, “not only are 
the British highly successful in muddling the situation as 
completely as it could possibly be muddled, but the Jews 
themselves are making it almost impossible to do anything 
for them.” 

The Jewish Agency, the official spokesman for the Zion- 
ists, had just declared that it would not even sit down with 
the British to discuss their proposals. Meanwhile, the Jew- 
ish extremists in Palestine were continuing their terrorists 
activities. And top Jewish leaders in the United States were 
putting all sorts of pressure on me to commit American 
power and forces on behalf of the Jewish aspirations in 
Palestine. 

I understood the position of the British government. 
They found themselves hard-pressed throughout the empire, 
unable to muster either the funds or the forces to take care 
of all their responsibilities, and yet anxious to relinquish as 
little of their standing as a world power as possible. They 
had spent many years and millions of pounds cultivating the 
friendship of the Arab world, both to secure the lifeline of 
the empire through the Suez Canal and to gain access to the 
oil resources of the Middle East. They were, understandably, 
most reluctant to antagonize the Arabs. 

The Arabs were as uncompromising as the Jews. They 
made an appearance at the roundtable talks which the Brit- 
ish convened late in January, 1947, but they would not yield 
an inch from their position that Palestine was Arab country 
and should be kept Arab. The talks collapsed, therefore, on 
February 4, 1947, and the British then decided to put the 
whole matter before the United Nations. There was, of course, 
a good deal of criticism, especially of Foreign Secretary Bev- 
in’s handling of the situation. Certainly he did not help mat- 
ters when he told a Labor Party caucus that American Zion- 
ists were to blame and later when he stated in the House of 
Commons that all would have been well if only I had not 
spoiled his plans by sticking to the idea that 100,000 Jews 
should be given a home in Palestine. 


Mr. Truman’s Statement Oct. 4, 1946. 


He was referring, of course, to a statement I had made 
on October 4, 1946, which happened to have been the Jewish 
holiday of Yom Kippur. Presidents have often made state- 
ments on this holiday, so the timing was nothing unusual, 
and what I had said was simply a re-statement of my position, 
namely, that I wanted to see 100,000 Jews admitted to Pales- 
tine. A few days later, Governor Dewey said that several 
hundred thousand should be admitted, and Bevin now told 
the British House of Commons that I had made my state- 
ment to forestall Dewey’s—in other words, I nad taken my 
position for political reasons only. 

This was a very undiplomatic—almost hostile—statement 
for the Foreign Secretary of the British government to make 
about the President of the United States. He knew that this 
had been my position all along. 

While I was outraged by Mr. Bevin’s unwarranted charge, 
I had Charlie Ross issue a very moderate, entirely impersonal 
statement from the White House that pointed out that the 
matter of getting 100,000 Jews into Palestine had been the 
cornerstone of our Palestine policy since my first letter to 
Attlee in August, 1945. 

The United Nations received a formal request from the 


British for General Assembly consideration of the Palestine’ | 


problem on April 2, 1947. The British also suggested that a 
special session be convened at once in order to authorize a 
U. N. Special Committee that might make a preliminary study. 
Mr. Bevin had told the House of Commons on February 18th 
that “after two thousand years of conflict, another twelve 
months will not be considered a long delay.” The callousness 
of this statement and its disregard for human misery had 
brought forth strong demands in England itself for speedy 
action. 


U.N. Sets Up Special Committee, UNSCOP. 

On May 14th the General Assembly set up a special com- 
mittee, designated as UNSCOP—the United Nations Special 
Committee on Palestine. The committee, on which none of 
the so-called great powers were represented, agreed that the 
British mandate in Palestine should be brought to an end and 
that, under U. N. auspices, a form of independence should 
eventually be worked out in Palestine. The majority of the 
committee then recommended that independence should take 
the form of two separate states, one Jewish and one Arab, 
tied together in an economic union. The city of Jerusalem, 
however, should be under direct U. N. trusteeship, I in- 
structed the State Department to support the partition plan. 

I was of the opinion that the proposed partition of Pal- 
estine could open the way for peaceful collaboration between 

the Arabs and the Jews. Although it was difficult under the 
present circumstances to bring the Arabs and the Jews to- 
gether, I could forsee that under the proposed plan of the 
United Nations, calling for an economic union of the parti- 
tioned areas, the Jews and the Arabs might eventually work 
side by side as neighbors. 


My purpose was then and later to help bring about the 
redemption of the pledge of the Balfour Declaration and the 
rescue of at least some of the victims of Nazism.

And it will give a 
sure “fix” on existing Commu- 
nist bases, whose location can- 
not be determined with abso- 
lute certainty with present 
methods. 

Difficult and Expensive. 

Obviously, launching a satel- 
lite vehicle capable of watching 
the whole world, like the “Big 
srother”’ of George Orwell's fa- 
mous novel, will be no easy job. 
In fact, it will be so difficult 
and expensive that the five-year 
time schedule may be _ opti- 
mistic. 

Yet the project is 
lutely serious one, is 
moving past the pure research 
stage. Jt has a high priority, 
and a generous share of the re- 
cent heavy increase in request- 
ed appropriations for missile 
work.

The satellite will be, after all, 
a permanent man-made 
heavenly body. Therefore, in 
order to store and _ transmit 
images, it must have some built- 
in and virtually permanent 
source of power, independent of 
the earth. 

One possibility being ex- 
plored is solar energy—‘Big 
Brother” would get its energy 
from the sun. Another, more 
probable solution is a nuclear 
reactor. Present calculations 
suggest that the reactor must 
somehow be kept to less than 
40 pounds in weight, since every 
added pound enormously com- 
plicates the problem of pro- 
pelling the satellite into its 
orbit. It will take a “techno- 
logical breakthrough” to achieve 
an efficient 40-pound reactor.

Sacrificing Israel 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

I have been through three of the 
Arab lands and Israel, and have 
seen at first hand the feudalism of 
the former, their indifference to 
their own refugees, their determina- 
tion to have a war of revenge against 
Israel. 

Eighteen months ago, when a 
group of us made this trip, it was 
clear that Russia could and would 
see the advantage to Communism of 
making militaristic overtures to 
these countries, in opposition to the 
democratic socialism of Israel. 

It is a mystery how Israel has ac- 
complished what it has with all sorts 
and conditions of “new immigrants,” 
and with Egypt's illegal flouting of 
the Security Council's resolution of 
1951 by constant interference of 
trade with Israel, both in the Gulf 
of Aqaba and the Suez Canal. 

Israel exists because of persecu- 
tion of the Jews. Israel wants peace. 
It wants to help its own people, and 
if given a chance would be more 
than willing to help raise the stand- 
ard of living of its hostile neighbors. 

I strongly second the hope of your 
correspondent, M.L.M., that Israel 
will not “‘be sacrificed in the tug-of- 
war between Russia and the United 
States for the dubious friendship of 
the Arab countries.” P.J.W.

The Middle East continues to be 
one of the major danger zones in the 
world. Israel, a dynamic little de- 
mocracy oriented toward the West, 
is in the gravest danger. 

Our own country, which made a 
magnificent contribution to the crea- 
tion of the State of Israel, is trag- 
ically indecisive in the face of open 
threats to Israel and the peace of 
the world. America beholds Com- 
munist penetration of that sensitive 
part of the world and formulates no 
definite policy, unless one can call 
“watching waiting” a program. 

A new Munich is on the horizon. 
Prime Minister Eden has proposed 
a territorial “compromise” which 
may destroy Israel's viability. 

The British Government is placing 
Israel in the same tragic position in 
which democratic Czechoslovakia was 
maneuvered into in 1938 in order to 
appease Hitler. 

The highest interests of the United 
States will best be served by offer- 
ing Israel a mutual security treaty 
guaranteeing the status quo, in ac- 
cordance with the Tripartite Declara- 
tion of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, and France in 1950, as well as 
our furnishing Israel, on a fair basis, 
sufficient defensive armament to re- 
sist aggression. 

Appeasement of the Arab states 
will only confuse the democratic 
world, and open the Middle East to 
further Communist infiltration.

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The President’s Problem 


No one needs to be told what the question of 
questions about our 1956 politics now is because 
everyone is asking that same question: Will 
President Eisenhower be a candidate again” 

The latest contribution on the subject does 
little if anything in the way of providing the 
answer. The President's personal physician, Maj. 
Gen. Howard M. Snyder, who was in Denver at 
the time of the heart attack, says in effect that 
it is “too early” to say what the President will 
be able to do in the future. 

Noting that Mr. Eisenhower is “just four and 
a half months” past his coronary thrombosis, Dr. 
Snyder said: “He should have more time—all the 
time he needs. He is not at a point yet to know 
whether he can go ahead and hit the ball.” 

The next question was: How much more time 
should the President have before he would be in 
a position to decide in terms of physical fitness” 


To that the doctor answered: “I would prefer 
not to say.” 
Finally came the query as to whether Dr. Sny- 


der thought Mr. Eisenhower had now reached a 

stage of recovery that made him physically able 

to go through another term. Dr. Snyder replied: 
I wouldn't say to the President, “I think 
you are fit to again take on the presidency” 

—that is. for another term. All we can do is 

to give him a good exposition of his present 

condition. In the final analysis he must make 
his own decision. 

The President, so it seems to us, is in the 
process of making that decision. At Key West 
and in his two press conferences since returning 
to Washington, Mr. Eisenhower has been at pains 
to show the care with which he is studying his 
problem. 

He has said that “it would be idle to pretend 
that my health can be wholly restored to the 
excellent state in which the doctors believed it 
to be in mid-September.” He has said ‘my future 
life must be carefully regulated to avoid exces- 
sive fatigue.” He has said “it is a very critical 
thing to change governments at a time that is 
unexpected.” He has cited the full-time “taxing 
job” of the presidency, a fact emphasized by 
the announcement of Premier Bulganin’s second 
“peace treaty” letter just after Mr. Eisenhower 
had left Washington for a long weekend of rest 
on his Gettysburg farm. 

And he has said, perhaps most significantly of 
all, “I hope that all who vote in the Republican 
primaries in 1956 will weigh carefully all the 
possibilities and personalities that may be 
involved.” Moreover he has said that it is his in- 
tention “not to dilly-dally too long about it.” 


Yet all the while the President has been ap- 
proaching his decision in this serious, almost 
solemn vein, the politicians and others around 
him have been keeping up a veritable din that 
he must run again. G.O.P. Chairman Hall re- 
leases his statement periodically. Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson, making the most recent of 
the Cabinet statements, says that Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s re-election “is the most important task be- 
fore the Republicans.”” Former Speaker Martin, 
former Gov. Dewey, Senators Dirksen of Lllinois, 
Duff of Pennsylvania, Saltonstall’ of Massachu- 
setts, Thye of Minnesota and many others have 
said the same thing. 

Actually these demands that the President run 
have become so routine that most of their au- 
thors do not bother even to express concern for 
his health. His recovery seems to be secondary 
with those who hope to ride Mr. Eisenhower's 
coattails in November. 

All this agitation makes the task of the Presi- 
dent just that much harder. It intrudes consid- 
erations which are not the first concern. What 
is at issue is Mr. Eisenhower's health and its ef- 
fect on his discharge of the heavy burden of the 
presidency in these tense and difficult times. 

Do the men around Dwight D. Eisenhower real- 
ly want him to decide that question on its mer- 
its? If so, they will, in all decency, call a halt 
to telling him what he must do. 
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Gain and Loss for Press Freedom 

With the republication of La Prensa as a free 
newspaper in Argentina, marked by its editorials 
in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, the scene 
of repression now shifts to Colombia. There six 
newspapers have closed down because of censor- 
ship difficulties with the Government of Gen. 
Gustavo Rojas Pinilla. 

The first major target of censorship was El 
Tiempo, Colombia’s leading morning newspaper 
and one of the best in the Spanish-speaking 
world. The Government closed it last August. 
The latest victim is the Liberal El Espectador, 
now shut down by its owners after a long series 
of fines, tax impositions and news suppressions. 

This major Colombian newspaper vanished 
just one day before Argentina's La Prensa reap- 
peared as a, voice of freedom. A month earlier 
El Espectador had prepared a prophetic editorial, 
which was suppressed by the Colombian govern- 
ment. It said: “Peron also sought to expose the 
Gainza Paz family (La Prensa’s owners) as a 
common defrauder of the national treasury; he 
also seized the family’s property.” 

President Rojas Pinilla overthrew a rigorous 
dictatorship three years ago, but his persistent 
mistreatment of the critical press contradicts any 
return to a free and informed democracy in Co- 
lombia. The record plainly invites comparison 
with Peron. 
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Red Votes for French Anti-Reds 

Despite a 420-71 parliamentary vote of ap- 
proval, France has achieved another government 
of..uncertain authority. On specific issues, Guy 
Mollet, twenty-third ‘(postwar premier, really can 
count only on the 170 or so votes of the Repub 
lican Front formed by his Socialists and the fol- 
lowers of Mendes-France, his second in command. 

His cabinet was accepted by a landslide of 
oppositionists’ votes largely because the right-of- 
center deputies were afraid of being blamed in 
the event of another long governmental crisis 
such as that preceding the establishment of the 
Faure government. Even so, there were 85 ab- 
stentions, mostly on the extreme Right. While 
Communist support was disdained by both Mollet 
and Mendes-France, the 151 party votes may 
have been the most significant cast in their 
favor. This is true @ven though Mollet could 
have met this first test without them. 

Jacques Duclos, the Communist leader, feels 
that he has climbed into the catbird seat. Since 
former Premier Paul Reynaud, representing the 
Independents and the Peasants, immediately 
after the confirmation made a speech calculated 
to drive a wedge between Mollet and Mendes- 
France, the Reds feel that the government will 
not long command enough support from the non- 
Communist opposition to remain in power. 

The Communists, however, will always be in a 
position to give it a comfortable working majori- 
ty in the 595-seat assembly.. Duclos talks about 
a patriotic “Popular Front,” but the Reds are 
not in agreement with the new government's 
policies. It is too much to expect that they will 
not use their influence to their own advantage, 
given a chance. Perhaps the moderate Right will 
support the government to spare it being tempted 
to make deals with the Communists. But in the 
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end only Mollet’s and Mendes-France's know!- 
edge of Red duplicity may prevent the exercise 
of real influence by the Communists, the larg- 
est parliamentary party. 

Mollet’s cabinet has men of intelligence, de- 
termination and firm faith. They should be able 
to preserve a bond with those, overseas terri- 
tories which alone entitle France to the status 
of a great power. And they should be equal to 
those internal reforms which could solidify the 
nation and check the frustration and cynicism 
which are corroding its democracy. They could 
give France a respected voice in the councils of 
hations. But to do so they must win sufftient 
support from the most splintered parliament in 
French history. Perhaps this will be forthcom- 
ing because of the very urgency and vastness of 
the task ahead. 
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Why No Nikes for St. Louis? 

It is startling to learn just what the anti-air- 
craft defense of the important St. Louis area is to 
depend upon if announced Army construction 
plans are carried out in the near future. Accord- 
ing to Fifth Army Headquarters at Chicago, 
eight centers, each equipped with four guns, are 
to be set up 12 to 18 miles from the dow/fitown 
area. ; : 

The startling thing is that the 32 guns are to 
be 90-millimeter guns, a caliber which was super- 
seded in the latter part of World War II by 120- 
millimeter guns because the 90s did not have the 
range to hit Japanese.and German bombers fly- 
ing around an alt tude of 35,000 feet. It may be 
fairly asked just what chance these 90s would 
have (and even if 90s were adequate, a good de- 
fense would require many more than 32) against 
supersonic planes coming in at 50,000 feet and 
even higher. The latest type foreign bombers 
might well be dropping their bombs before they 
were in range of the gun sites. And if the mis- 
siles were hydrogen or atomic bombs, the results 
would be catastrophic for this area. 

Baltimore, Washington and other cities have 
been equipped for months with batteries firing 
the Nike, a guided missile which in a long series 
of tests has shown that it should be able to 
knock down enemy planes flying 35 miles away 
and 11 miles high at a speed faster than sound. 
These missiles are constructed so that they take 
a collision course for the bomber and follow it 
until they hit or explode near it. Why dogs St 
Louis not warrant Nike batteries? 

The answer may be that more than two years 
ago the Pentagon listed 14 ‘critical defense areas 
of the nation” and did not include St. Louis. 
Yet Boston, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle and Niagara Falls were included. 
It would seem that St. Louis should be included 
as a transportation center alone, to say nothing 
of its defense industries such as McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. and Monsanto Chemical Co. It 
may be that the St. Louis gun sites, which 
will cost $1,600,000 exclusive of real estate, can 
be converted at some future date to Nike sites. 

This appears to be a definite possibility now 
that an Army spokesman has said in Washington 
that the defense arrangement for St. Louis is 
only temporary. Certainly this large industrial 
area has every reason to be assured that its im- 
portant facilities will be adequately protected.

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Maybe We're Growing Up 

Avery Brundage, president of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee, leaves Americans 
with little excuse to indulge in sour grapes be- 
cause the Russians are walking off with winter 
Olympic trophies. ¢ 

Writing in Sports Illustrated, Mr. Brundage 
repeats what he said after a thorough tour of 
Soviet sports centers two years ago. The Rus- 
sians are concentrating on developing athletes 
as only a totafitarian nation could, but they are 
following the Olympic and amateur rules in 
doing so, at least as well as we. 

Mr. Brundage points out that Russia’s mass 
sports participation program offers a far better 
opportunity to develop great athletes than spec- 
tator sports. This is a valid criticism of a growing 
trend in American athletics, and certainly it 
would be better for youth if more participated 
and fewer sat in the stands. 

But when Mr. Brundage says Americans are 
growing “soft,” he seems to accept Olympic de- 
feats as a measure of national deficiency. Actu- 
ally, “losing’’ the Olympics for the first time in 
decades might be taken as a sign of emotional 
maturity rather than physical softness, particu- 
larly if Americans can bear defeat with the good 
grace expected of other nations in the past. 

The Olympic games were never intended to be 
a kind of nationalistic saturnalia which, like 
wars, must be won. If that is the Russians’ atti- 
tude, let them keep it. The Olympic games are 
supposed to foster individual performance, sport 
for sport’s sake—and peace. 
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(Juestion for the Senate 

Senator George D. Aiken says he has never 
seen anything quite like the oil and gas lobby’s 
effort to push the natural gas exemption bill 
through the Senate. The Vermont Republican 
notes that the lobby reportedly raised $1,500,000 
to back the Fulbright bill. It lined up oil com- 
pany stockholders, lawyers and filling station 
operators to write to Congressmen and the press. 

It even compiled a genealogy of Senators, so 
that friends of their uncles or grandmothers 
could advise them on how to vote. 

The lobbyists now argue that gas prices will 
not go up, or will not go up much, if the Ful- 
bright bill passes. But the unorganized gas con- 
sumers ought to ask their Senators a simple 
question about that: Would the oil companies go 
to such expense and effort for a bill if there 
were no profit in it?

Ambassador Cooper’s Remark 
We nominate for the most astonishing remark 
of the week one by John Sherman Cooper, the 
former Republican Senator from Kentucky who 
is now United States Ambassador to India. 
Ambassador Cooper’ attended a closed meet- 
ing of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
to give what some members described as a 
“striking” presentation on the peed for extend- 
ing more economic aid and sympathy to India. 
Emerging after a two-hour session, he told 
reporters that he proposes to stay in this coun- 
try as long as necessary “to get my story to Con- 
gress and to the State Department. I am try- 
ing to communicate my sense of urgency.” 
That we call an astonishing remark. An am- 
bassador is sent to a foreign country for the ex- 
press purpose of keeping his government in- 
formed about it. That he might not always be 
able to get his story across to Congress is under- 
Standable. But that the State Department which 
creates his embassy should close its ears to his 
message; that he should feel unable to commu- 
nicate his sense of urgency to his superiors— 
this, in a crucial case like India, is nothing less 
than amazing.

For Defense of Freedom 
After more than five years of forced 


silence we return to take our place in~ 


journalism and renew our labor in 
service of the Argentine nation and for 
the democratic ideals and liberties 
which we have invariably defended. 

Our voice was silenced for having 
stated the truth in our news columns 
and our thoughts editorially. During 
several years we edited our newspaper 
without knowing whether the edition 
which we were putting out might be 
the last or the next 


to the last. 

Then, Jan. 25, 
1951, the ° blow, 
which had been 
carefully prepared, 
struck. It was 
garbed as a union 
conflict and was 


initiated with a list 
of demands present- 
ed in the name of 
workers who did 
not form even part 
of La Prensa’s per- 
sonnel... . In this 


manner and with ajperto Gainza Paz 
obvious official in- 
tervention, publication of this news- 


paper was made impossible. 


Thus the three branches of govern- 
ment, operating as one alone, partici- 
pated in planning and executing what to 
the country and the world was present- 
ed as the expropriation of La Prensa. 
... That is what Congress voted, but it 
was nothing more than its closure and 
confiscation for defending freedom. Us- 
ing our name, which was outrageous, 
and using our plant, a newspaper was 
published which the people always knew 
to be a fraud. 


The tyranny prolonged itself for as 
long a period as it was able to support 
itself. 


The best happened. After 12 years 

of dictatorship and a little more than a 
century from that glorious deed, a new 
liberating revolution has put Argentina 
again on the road to its redemption. . 
If the disaster exceeds what could have 
been expected, our country has the 
necessary elements under a regime of 
freedom and individual guarantees to 
rebuild the destruction resulting from 
12 years of despotism and ineptitude. 


The recapture of liberty and the en- 
joyment of the essential rights of man 
repay the efforts and sacrifices which 
are necesSary to put our country back 
on the track to rehabilitation. 


In this common task, which will be 
historic and will mark the start of a 
new era, La Prensa, which appeared 
when the first definite struggles began 
for that which we call national organ- 
ization after the consolidation of the 
Argentina union, will co-operate without 
wavering, with concern for public good 
as from its first hour and during its 
whole existence, in the service of truth, 
justice, culture and progress, and, as 
always, in defense of freedom. 


Argentine Drama’s Three Questions 


For more than 81 years our pages re- 
flected the nation’s life. As this is 
justly an independent newspaper, they 
formed a written day by day history— 
true history written almost at the mo- 
ment the events occurred. 

After Jan. 26, 1951, the history of 
the Argentine people which was chroni- 
cled and commented upon in our col- 
umns stopped. On that date violence at 
the service of infamy changed the writ- 
ten history into absolute silence which 
in this case also was a way of express- 
ing condemnation. 

More than 700,000,000 copies—at the 
rate of some 400,000 papers daily—of 
the Argentine chronicle started in Octo- 
ber 1869 could not be printed. From 
our collections are missing events of 
the last 1831 days, which are the cruel- 
est years of the recent tragedy suffered 
by the Argentine people but which at 
the same time included the happy hours 
of liberation and hope. 

One single dominating voice, during 
the most recent period, replaced a Con- 
Stitution whose words came from the 
glorious May and whose text was the 
vindication and boon which the people 
had earned by sacrifice suffered during 
a quarter century of tyranny. 

The present Argentine generations 
and even those to come for many years 
will feel the urgency of three questions 
emerging from the Argentine drama: 

1. What is the extent and depth of 
destruction suffered by our country? 

2. How, in a country with our culture 
and democratic tradition, is possible 


‘the constitutional catastrophe and the 


implantation of rule by foerce—more 
than a system of government—which 
stopped national progress and was a 
repetition of regimes which caused the 
Jast war? 


3. How can the principal moral and 
material damages caused during the un- 
lucky cycle be repaired in the briefest 
time and how can anything even re- 
motely like the tragic period be pre- 
vented from ever happening again? 

Little by little the whole truth {fs 
being learned and the conclusions are 
fixing themselves for the redeeming 
restoration. The people should not be 
long in understanding—we are sure— 
that the devastating action was carried 
out by means of three equally sinister 
methods—lying, bribery and fear. It 
deceived some, it obtained the guilty 
complacency of others and it annulled 
the honest reaction of many. 


It ought to be acknowledged likewise 
that there was a false key to. open the 
door to the land of such fiendish meth- 
ods. The false pass key was suppres- 
sion of freedom of expression which 
made almost an entire people blind, 
deaf and alumb. A community thus 
restricted in its information, in passing 
judgment, and in forming its thought 
is left in a condition to be carried along 
to the most dangerous extremes: 

The truth of this statement is found 
not only in our experience—the tragedy 
of ether peoples corroborates it.

THE FIVE FATHERS OF PEP!, by Ira Avery. (Bobbe 

Merrill, 218 pgs., $3.) 

The little Italian resort town of Fi- 
nale Ligure first saw Pepi when he ma- 
terialized out of the forest, a ragged 
urchin of five wandering aimlessly. The 
simple and open-hearted townsfolk ac- 
cepted him as one of their own, called 
him Pepi because that was the only 
name that made him smile. An eligible 
young blade by the name of Giorgio be- 
came his number one father. 


Secondary fathers,.all bachelors, each 
bearing some secon@ary responsibility 
for the child’s welfare, were Benozzo of 
the Magnificent Moustache, Jacopo who 
was agreeable to anything, Carlo an in- 
veterate skeptic and Vittore the bril- 
liant logician. Pepi and these five are 
mounted on a background of sun, wine 
and lovable confusion all peculiarly 
Italian.

The issue is clear: Shall a wealthy, 
friendly American couple be permitted 
to adopt Pepi, thereby assuring him a 
life of prosperity and. advantage or 
Shall he remain in Finale Ligure, un- 
shed, untaught and uninhibited?

Into this pattern, little nuggets of 
homely philosophy are inserted at in- 
tervals.

Avery finds humor in all his lovable 
bunglers, but most of all in Finale Li- 
gure, a light-hearted entity in itself, a 
place where topsy-turvy is the rule and 
orderly is the exception.

Kerr Is Named 
Dayton Coach. 


DAYTON, O., Feb. 3 (UP)— 
William (Bud) Kerr, end coach 
at the University of Washing- 
ton, Seattle, last night was 
named head football coach at 
the University of Dayton, suc- 
ceeding Hugh Devore, who re- 
cently resigned to take a simi- 
lar job with the. professional 
Philadelphia Eagles.

Kerr served in the Navy from 
1943 to the time he was dis- 
charged as a lieutenant in 1946. 
Then Kerr played a year with 
the Los Angeles Dons of the 
All-America pro league, be- 
came line coach at Denver and 
shifted to the University of om 
Francisco in 1949. Just eigh 
days before the school aban- 
doned football, Kerr was named 
head football coach. He worked 
as a salesman in 1952 and 1953, 
and returned to coaching in 
1954 at Washington.

Subjected to Constant Barrage of Propaganda. 


Unfortunately, Dr. Weizmann was correct only to the extent 
that his immediate associates were concerned. The facts were 
that not only were there pressure movements around the United 


Nations unlike anything that had been seen there before, but |, 


that the White House, too, was subjected to a constant barrage. 
I de not think I ever had as much pressure and propaganda 
aimed at the White House as I had in this instance. The persist- 
ence of a few of the extreme Zionist leaders—actuated by polit- 
ical motives and engaging in political threats—disturbed me and 
annoyed me. Some were even suggesting that we pressure sov- 
ereign nations into favorable votes in the General Assembly. | 
i have never approved of the practice of the strong imposing 
their will on the weak, whether among men or among nations. | 
We had aided Greece. We had, in fact, fathered the independ- | 
ence of the Philippines. But that did not make satellites of these 
nations or compel them to Vote with us on the partitioning of 
Palestine, or any other matter. No American policy worthy of 
the name will ever treat any other nation as a satellite. 

Thg General Assembly passed the partition plan on Novem- | 
ber 29, 1947, although it did not actually put partition into effect. | 
Instead, it merely gave its approval to the majority recommenda- | 
tions of the Special Committee (UNSCOP) and asked the Security | 
Council to see that they were carried out. Consequently, a com- 
mittee was set up to channel the change-over in peaceful ways. 
The General Assembly, however, did not fix a date or prescribe | 
a procedure for the carrying out of the recommendations. | 

I point this out because the impression was spread by many 
of our newspapers that the General Assembly had approved a> 
specific blueprint, whereas it had merely accepted a principle. 
The way in which this principle might be translated into action | 
had yet to be found. It was my constant hope that it would be 
a peaceful way. | 

The hopes for an adjustment without bloodshed, however, 
were very slim. The British, who had said all along that they 
would “accept” the U. N. decision but would enforce it only if 
both Jews and Arabs agreed, now announced, on December 3rd, 
that they would consider their mandate at an end as of May 15, 
1948. The Arabs, on the same day, served notice on the world 
that they would defend their “rights.” 

The Jewish pressure on the White House did not diminish 
in the days following the partition vote in the U. N. Individuals 
and groups asked me, usually in rather quarrelsome and emo- 
tional ways, to stop the Arabs, to keep the British from support- 
ing the Arabs, to furnish American soldiers, to do this, that and 
the other. I.think I can say that I kept my faith in the right- 
ness of my policy in spite of some of the Jews. When I say “the 
Jews,” I mean, of course, the extreme Zionists. I know that

He has traveled thousands of miles to see you, and now you are 
putting off seeing him. That isn’t like you.” 

When Eddie left, I gave instructions to have Dr. Weizmann 
come to the White House as soon as it could be arranged. How- 
ever, the visit was to be entirely off the record. Dr. Weizmann, 
by my specific instructions, was to be brought in through the 
East Gate. There was to be no press coverage of his visit and 
no public announcement. 


Understanding With Dr. Weizmann. 
Dr. Weizmann came on March 18th, and we talked for almost 


three quarters of an hour. I told him, as plainly as I could, why 


I had at first put off seeing him. He understood. I explained to 
him what the basis of my interest in the Jewish problem was 
and that my primary concern was to see justice done without 
bloodshed. And when he left my office, I felt that he had reached 
a full understanding of my policy and that I knew what it was 
he wanted. 


That this was so was shown almost the following day. That 
day our representative in the United Nations, Ambassador Aus- 
tin, announced to the Security Council that the United States 
government would favor a temporary trusteeship for Palestine. 
Some Zionist spokesmen branded this as a reversal of American 
policy. Dr. Weizmann, however, was one of the few prominent 
Zionists who did not choose this opportunity to castigate Ameri- 
can policy. 


I was always aware of the fact that not all my advisers looked 
at the Palestine problem in the same manner I did. This was 
It is the job of the military plan- 


military considerations. The diplomat’s approach is—or in any 
case should be— determined by considerations of our relations 
to other nations. 


In the Palestine situation the military kept talking about 
two things: Our inability to send troops to Palestine if trouble 
should break out there, and, secondly, the oil resources of the 
Middle East. Secretary Forrestal spoke to me repeatedly about 
the danger that hostile Arabs might deny us access to the petro- 
leum treasures of their countries. The Joint Chiefs of Staff, on 
several occasions, submitted memoranda to show that we could 
not afford to send more than a token force to the area. 


The Department of State’s specialists on the Near East were, 
almost without exception, unfriendly to the idea of a Jewish 


now that she seems no longer able to hold this position, the 
United States must take over, and it must be done by exactly 
the same formula; if the Arabs are antagonized, they will go 
over into the Soviet camp. 


‘Never Any Question as to Who Made Decisions.’ 


I was never convinced by these arguments of the diplomats. 
I want to say, however, that in these differences of opinion 
between the White House and the State Department on the busi- 
ness of Palestine there was never any question as to who made 
the decisions and whose policy would be followed. Where some 
of our diplomats, and especially the gentlemen on the Near East- 
ern desks, differed, was on the speed with which we should 
progress, not on the direction of the movement. 


My policy with regard to Palestine was not a commitment 
to any set of dates or circumstances; it was dedication to the 
twin ideal of international obligations and the relieving of human 
misery.

Old Friend Intercedes for Dr. Weizmann. 


As the pressure mounted, I found it necessary to give in- 
structions that-I did not want to be approached by any more | 
spokesmen for the extreme Zionist cause. I was even so dis- | 
turbed that I put off seeing Dr. Chaim Weizmann, who had 
returned to the United States and had asked for an interview | 
with me. My old friend, Eddie Jacobson, called on me at the 
White House and urged me to receive Dr. Weizmann at the 
earliest possible moment. Eddie, who had been with me through 
the hard days of World War I, had never been a Zionist. In all 
_ my years in Washington he had never asked me for anything 
_ for himself. He was of the Jewish faith and was deeply moved 
- by the sufferings of the Jewish people abroad. On March 13th, 
he called at the White House. 


I was always glad to see him. Not only had we shared so 
much in the past, but I have always had the warmest feelings 
toward him. It would be hard to find a truer friend. Eddie said 
that he wanted to talk about Palestine. I told him that I would 
rather he did not, and that 1 wanted to let the matter run its 
course in the United Nations. 

Eddie was becoming self-conscious, but he kept on talking. 
He asked me to bear in mind that some of the pro-Zionists who 
had approached me were only individuals and did not speak for 
any responsible leadership. . 

I told him that I respected Dr. Weizmann, but if I saw him, 
it would only result in more wrong interpretations. 

Eddie waved toward a small replica of an Andrew Jackson 
statue that was in my office. 

“He’s been your hero all your life, hasn’t he?” he said. 
“You have probably read every book there is on Andrew Jack- 
son. I remember when we had the store that you were always 
reading books and pamphlets, and a lot of them were about 
Jackson. You put this statue in front of the Jackson County 
Court House in Kansas City when you built it.” 

1 did not know what he was leading up to, but he went on. 

“I have never met the man who has been my hero all my 
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account of their numbers and because of the fact that they con- 


trolled such immense oil resources, should be appeased. I am 


sorry to say that there were some among them who were also 
inclined to be anti-Semitic. 

Secretary Marshall and Under Secretary Lovett saw eye to 
eye with me, as did Ambassador Austin at the United Nations. 


Austin had had long experience on the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and believed firmly in the ideal of the United Na- 
tions. 


I have always considered myself very fortunate that I 
could find a man of his high qualifications for appointment to 
the ticklish U. N. job. : 


On May 14th I was informed that the Provisional Govern- 


ment of Palestine was planning to proclaim a Jewish state at 
midnight that day, Palestine time, which was when the British 


mandate came to an end. I had often talked with my advisers 
about the course of action we would take once partition had 
come about, and it was always understood that, eventually, we 
would recognize any responsible government the Jews might set 
up. Partition was not taking place in exactly the peaceful man- 
ner I had hoped, to be sure, but the fact was that the Jews were 
controlling the area in which their people lived and that they 
were ready to administer and to defend it. On the other hand, 
I was well aware that some of the State Department “experts” 
would want to block recognition of a Jewish state. 


Mr. Truman Recognizes New State of Israel. 


Now that the Jews were ready to proclaim the State of Israel, 


, however, I decided to move at once and give American recogni- 


tion to the new nation. I instructed a member of my staff to 
communicate my decision to the State Department and prepare 
it for transmission to Ambassador Austin at the United Nations 
in New York. About thirty minutes later, exactly eleven minutes 
after Israel had been proclaimed a state, Charlie Ross, my press 
secretary, handed the press the announcement of the de facto 
recognition by the United States of the provisional government 
of Israel. 

I was told that to some of the career men of the State De- 
partment this announcement came as a surprise. 
have been if these men had faithfully supported my policy. 

The difficulty with many career officials in the government 
is that they regard themselves as the men who really make policy 
and run the government. They look upon the elected officials as 
just temporary occupants. Every President in our history has 
been faced with this problem: How to prevent career men from

HE kindergarten teacher or 
T the first-grade teacher may 

say to a parent something 
to the effect that a child's 
handwork is poor. “He fumbles. 
The ball slips out of his hands. 
The pencil and crayon fall on 
the floor. He cannot button his 
coat. His writing is very poor.” 
“ Any or all of these failings 
may be reported, and _ the 
mother says, “Yes, I know. It 
is like that at home, too.” What 
to do about it is another thing. 

Some children develop -the 
accessory muscles of _ their 
hands later than others, and 
they are the fumblers. They can 
be helped in the kindergarten 
by finger games. Just the sim- 
ple movements of the fingers— 
as when they knit their fingers 
and chant, “This is the church, 
This is the steeple, Open the 
doors and see the people.”

WHEN THE FUMBLING 
CHILD reaches the first grade, 
he is asked to draw and write 
with pencil and crayon, some- 
times with pen and ink. al- 
though this does not happen 
often today. He has trouble 
holding his pencil and crayon. 
The teacher soon reports his 
inability to write. When this 
happens, it is good practice to 
let the child have a toy piano, 
a xylophone, a typewriter (toy 
size, of course), so that he can 
use his fingers accurately. 

This matter of accuracy is the 
important element here. He 
must strike the exact key to get 
the result he wants, and this 
will train his hands to obey 
his will, 

These hand-exercising toys 
are a great help, too, to the 
children who have had a hand 
injury, who have been ill and 
suffered some loss of power. 
For them we found these instru- 
ments better than weaving. The 
striking movement is easier, the 
result quicker, and results en- 
courage the child.

WHEN A CHILD has diffi- 
culty in writing or in drawing, 
it is well to have his vision 
tested. Poor eyesight will cause 
poor handwork. It will also 
cause early fatigue, so that the 
child cannot finish the work as- 
signed him in the given time. 

It is possible for a child han- 
dicapped ever so slightly to fall 
into a habit of inaccuracy, and 
that has about as bad an effect 
on a child’s development as one 
can imagine. Then do help the 
fumbling one. Help him to learn 
to button his coat, lace up a 
shoe kept for the purpose. Let 
him have clay to pat. If possible, 
let him have toys that call for 
accurate handling.

F a woman remains unmarried, it is usually not because 
| she has never had an opportunity to marry. The oppor- 

tunities did not suit her; or she was unwilling to marry 
no matter how attractive the opportunity.

“You often talk as if all 


women could marry if 
they want to. Surely, Dr. 
Popenoe, you must know 


that there are millions of 
women who have never 
been asked by any man to 
wed; and you yourself are 
telling them that a woman 
should not do the asking!”’

women, Miss McG. They had received an average of 2.5 
proposals apiece. Eleven of them had never had a pro- 
posal, while seven had had seven or more each, the largest 
number claimed being 14 by a very attractive woman now 
about 50 years of age. Moreover, most of the women who 
had had no proposals were in the younger group, with pos- 
sibilities still ahead of them. 

There were 23 women who were more than po years 
of age and of these 23, only two claimed never to have 
had a proposal. Both of these were over 40, and probably 
represented what might, for the time-being, be called an 
unmarriageable type. I don’t take the classification of 
“unmarriageable type” too literally, however, unless a 
woman is seriously handicapped mentally or physically. At 
the American Institute of Family Relations, of which I am 
director in Los Angeles, we have just seen the marriage 
of one of our clients, a woman of 42 who literally had never 
had a date, until she began counseling with us.

CERTAINLY MANY WOMEN get proposals from men 
whom they think not worth marrying. 

But many others are emotionally unprepared for mar- 
riage and will reject the most favorable proposals—and 
regret it all the rest of their lives. Among the hundreds 
of such women whom we have helped at the institute dur- 
ing the past quarter of a century, we find most are too 
closely tied to their own families, don't believe in them- 
selves, fear that they could not succeed in marriage, or are 
afraid of men.

New Drive to Discuss World Politic 


Program Started by 12 Groups After Some Intense Crusading by Mrs. Donald P. Kennett

question on the front page of an 
invitation published by the St 
Louis Council on World Affairs 
to acquaint people with the 
World Politics Discussion 
groups held in this area. 

Not nearly enough people 
answer the question in the af 
firmative. Or if they do, they 
dismiss the idea of enrolling 
in a world politics discussion 
group as one of those worthy 
activities in which they'd like 
to participate if they had the 
time; maybe next vear Si 
Louisans have been so disinter- 
ested in these discussions, which 
flourish in other cities, that 
last summer it appeared it 
would be necessary to disband 
the courses. That's when Pearl 
Kennett decided that this dis- 
banding would take place only 
over her dead body. 

At present writing, Mrs. Ken- 
nett's body is quite live, not to 
mention active and fast moving. 
She and a few other articulate 
advocates of international study 
among average citizens have 
stimulated enough interest that 
12 groups started a 10-week 
program last week, and they 
hope that this Is the beginning, 
not the end of their program. 


People who know Pearl Ken- 
nett—in private life, Mrs. Don- 
ald P. Kennett, mother of 
vear-old Tom and 4-year-old 
Cindy—take this recent project 
as just one more piece of evi- 
dence of her amazing vitality, 
community. conscience, and va- 
riety of interests.

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Louis League of Women 
Voters, a one-time child con- 
cert pianist, Mrs. Kennett has 
engaged in occupations ranging 
from managing the first tele- 
vision station to raising horses 
Her present interest in world 
politics threatens to dwarf all 
other interests only because she 
feels it is the most important 
and vital program with which 
she has ever been connected. 
“Many vears ago, people were 
prone to say, ‘Let the President 
or the Secretary of State take 
care of world affairs, we'll take 
care of local issues,’”’ she points 
out. “I think the time for that 
is past.

It fascinates her to visit several 
the same night and see the vary- 
ing trends the discussion of the 
same subject can take.

“The real worth of these dis- 
cussions,” she says, “is not only 
in the information but in the 
discussions themselves Thev 
help people make up their own

gives shape to your own nebu- 
lous ideas.” 

Mrs. Kennett has a crowded 
life, managing a ranch house on 
Ballas road, taking care of her 
children, and co-ordinating the 
discussion groups, but she is 
considering taking up the rais- 


ing of horses again as a side- 
line. 

“My husband sometimes tells 
me I'd better concentrate on 


saving my family instead of sav- 
ing the world,” she “but 
I have this feeling that there 
aren't enough people like me.

He 
was in for a disappointment, 
but there was nothing to be 
done except to go ahead with 
club establishment. 

East, in with the club queen, 
saw little future in a heart re- 
turn, inasmuch as he obviously 
would not be able to give West 
the lead after knocking out the 


heart ace. so he shifted to a 
low spade. South put in the 
eight: West won and returned 


the spade jack. 


All this was highly signifi- 
cant to South, who had glumly 
reconciled himself to having 
the heart ace knocked out, 
West had discarded two dia- 
monds on club leads, and this 
gave South a pretty strong indi- 
cation that the diamond king 
was not on-side He also felt 
confident that East would have 
returned hearts instead of 
spades if he had started out 
with three cards in partner's 
suit So. acting on this good 
analvsis. South won the segond 
spade trick, cashed the heart 
ace, led to the club jack and 
exited with a spade. East col- 
lected the queen and king, but 
then had to return a diamond 
to dummy’s major tenace.

I spoke about the United Na- 
tions, and apparently the mem- 
bers of the congregation were 
interested in learning about the 
kind of work carried on in the 
U.N. This work, of course, 
in many ways the same kind of 
work churches of all denomina- 
tions have been carrying on all 
over the world for many years. 

This kind of education on the 
work of the U.N. is valuable, I 
think, 4nd I hope it will spread 
to the churches in many parts 
of the country.
